SEASONABLE GOOD THINGS. 


Eggs are such nourishing food and 


at this season quite plentiful, so the 


housewife who wishes to 
avoid monotony will be 
looking for new ways of 
serving them. 


C u r r i e d Eggs.—Cut 


three hard-cooked eggs 
in eighths, 
lengthwise. 


Melt two ' and one-ialf 
tablespoonfuls of butter. 
Add two tablespoonfuls 


of flour and stir until well blended, 
then pour on gradually, while stirring 
constantly, one cupful of milk. Bring 
to the boiling point and add one-third 
of a teaspoonful of salt, one-eighth of 
a teaspoonful of pepper, one-half tea- 
spoonful of curry powder and the 
eggs. Turn Into a shallow buttered 
dish, sprinkle with one-fourth of a 
cupful of grated cheese, cover with 
three-fourths of a cupful of buttered 
crumbs and bake. 


Savory Eggs.—Cook hard as many 


eggs as there are people to serve. 
Make the same number of pieces of 
toast; butter and place on a serving 
dish. Cut the eggs in halves length- 
wise and take out the yolks. Put the 
two halves on each piece of toast. 
Have ready some bits of tongue which 
have b«en minced and with it cream 
the yolks of the eggs, adding softened 
butter, salt, pepper and cayenne to 
taste. Pile the stuffing high in each 
egg white, making a little mound, 
sprinkle 
with fine buttered bread 


crumbs and set in a quick oven to 
warm through and brown the crumbs. 
Have prepared a 'cupful of white 
sauce, or thickened canned tomatoes. 
When the eggs are hot turn tfoe sauce 
over the eggs and serve at once. 


Scotch^ Eggs.—Remove the shells 


from perfectly cooked eggs, roll in egg 
white then in crumb* and fry in deep 
fat until a golden brown. Serve on a 
platter of crisp green watercress. 


Breakfast Eggs.—Put an egg for 


each person in small buttered egg 
shirrers. 
Add a tablespoonful of 


cream, sprinkle with salt and white 
pepper and hake in a moderate oven 
until the eggs* are set. 


DESIRABLE HENS TO RETAIN 


On Most Farms Size of Flock Could
